THE MILITARY MEDAL ... 1916 


Instituted by King George V, in April, 

1916, for award to Non-Commissioned 
Officers and Men of the Army, for 
associated and individual acts of bravery. 
The medal is round and of silver; 
illustrated is the reverse side, bearing 
the inscription “For Bravery io the 
Field”, and on the obverse side is 
embossed an effigy of the Sovereign. The centre stripe of the ribbon 
is white, the stripes adjoining on each side being red, 
white and blue from the centre out.
